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LESS INCOME TAX 


It is more than likely that the income taxes paid by the people 
of the nation will be cut next year- This result can be accomplish- 
ed if the suggestions of President Coolidge’ to congress and the 
heads of the different departments of the federal government are 
carried out to the fullest extent. It woud mean that the income tax 
rates now in force would be cut at least 25 per cent for next year, 
by a bill which will be introduced at the early part of the next ses- 
sion of congress. 

President Coolidge has had several conferences with Represen 
tafive Madden, chairman of the appropriations committee in the 
house, in regard to the matter and Madden 1s confident that if con- 
gress will back up the president the cut in income taxes for next 
year can be accomplished. ce. 

An interesting side-light into the matter of appropriations this 
year is that by heeding the president's directions, appropriations 
$8,000,000 below the budget’s estimates, were passed at the last 
session of the 68th congress; put in plain language, this means that 
even with the figures of the budget taken as a basis, congress, at 
the direction of the president, has saved $8,000,000 more of the 
tax-payers’ money than was hoped for at the beginning of the ses- 
sion. It is also of interest to not that during the past four years 
congress has spent $350,000,000 less than was proposed. 

“At the next session of congress, Madden will call up his reso- 
lution which would result in. making income taxes automatic. This 
plan would do away with continuous income tax legislation, although 
in an emergency congress would have the power to repeal the act. 
The plan would mean that when the treasury had a surplus of over 
$50,000,000 a proportionate automatic decrease would be made in 
everyone's income tax. 

It is known here that President Coolidge has for come time 
been having an extensive survey of government financial conditions 
made as he is determined not only to save the tax payers money but, 
to cut off all needless expenditures; all of which means the carry- 
hg out of his promise to the people that whenever possible federal 
taxes would be lowered. 


BOOZE DRIVERS IN DANGER 


The individual who drives his motor car while intoxicated 
ought to know by this time that he takes a serious Chance. He is 
beginning to attract the wrathful attention of the law in a more 
adequate proportion than heretofore. 
; A number of men are already in prison for the offense men- 
tioned, and more are headed that way. At.Napa, Calif-, a driver has 
just been ordered to prison for one to ten years for man-slaughter, 
and one to three years for operating his car while under the in- 
flunce of liquor. He killed a little girl. 
A man in Kansas City, whose blear'eyed attempt to navigate 
the streets there resulted in the injury of three persons, will pay 
a fine of $5000 and go to jail for six months. This latter case in- 
dicates that it is no longer necessary for a booze-soaked autoist to 
kill somebody before the law degins to notice him. 

The most important court action in cases of this character is 
that of the supreme court of Massachusetts. That court has de- 
cided, in effect, that if a drunken driver moves along a thoroughface 
without injuring anyone, even. if there be not a living soul on the 
‘street to be endangered by his uncertain progress, he is still guilty of 
reckless driving under the law. 

_. The law all along has contemplated the safety of pedestrains. 
Just now it is beginning to get into action. It may and should have 
a sobering effect on those most in need thereof. .
